City Council’s Record 
During Past Two Years 

A city council election will be held on Tuesday September 16. For 
the convenience of voters, a summary of the major activities of the 
present council during its two year tenure in office is presented. The 
council now consists of Mayor Richard Pilski, Gil Weidenfeld, Charles 
F. Schwan, Thomas X. White, and Richard Castaldi. 

Greenbriar 

The Greenbelt ship of state during the past two years was much like 
a vessel that has finally entered calm waters after buffeting high waves 
and rough seas — the latter being the Greenbriar controversy. In 
September 1973 when the new council took over, the controversy over 
the construction of an on-site temporary sewage treatment plant at the 
northern tip of the Smith-Ewing tract east of the Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Parkway to service the 1,193-unit Greenbriar apartment complex 
was at its peak. NASA (Goddard Space Flight Center) had just refused 
for the moment to grant a right-of-way permitting the piping of the 
effluent across its property to an unnamed tributary of Beaverdam Creek 
and construction was being held up because of zoning deficiencies and 
inability to get the necessary point of discharge permit. 

Within a year the storm had abated. Construction on the project 
was resurped as zoning obstacles were removed, a discharge permit for 
the effluent was granted, and NASA approved the easement. Finally,, 
the Washington Suburban Sanitary Commission, after a successful 
testing of the treatment plant, agreed to operate it under the conditions 
laid down by the State. In October 1974, the first Greenbriar condominium 
residents moved in. 

While the majority of council cautioned delay in approving the on¬ 
site sewage plant and favored alternatives, individual councilmen 
varied in the intensity of their views. White was the most persistent 
opponent of the plant and Pilski the staunchest supporter. But as the 
various government agencies, who had the final say, gave one by one 
their stamp of approvel to the plant, the issue became blunted as coun¬ 
cilmen recognized the fact that Greenbriar had become an accomplished 
reality. 

With Greenbriar out of the limelight, the council entered an “era 
of good feeling” with few issues raising sharp differences of opinion . 

Budget and Taxes 

The council adopted a budget for 1974-75 that raised the city tax 
rate by 11 cents to $1.03 per $100 of assessed valuation and then dropped 
the tax rate by 3 cents to $1.00 for 1975-76. Waste collection charges for 
both years were increased. Included in the budgets were appropriate 
cost-of-living increases for city employees, funding for the Greenbelt 
CARES Youth Service Bureau, sufficient funds to complete the $385,000 
Springhil! Lake Recreation Center, and monies to light Braden Field 
tennis courts and to renovate and install specified playgrounds, including 
one on parcel 7. 

Election Procedures 

The council adopted a charter change revising election procedures 
and establishing a 5-person board of elections to help supervise city 
elections. It passed one of the first financial disclosure laws for city 
officials in this area, requiring city council members, city manager, 
and candidates for office to identify the nature of their real estate and 
business holdings and sources of income. 

Land Development 

Council registered uneasiness over subdivision plans for the commer¬ 
cially-zoned Golden Triangle which included a proposed automobile 
dealership at the east end of the 57-acre tract bounded by Greenbelt 
Road, Kenilworth Ave,, and the Capital Beltway. 

It unanimously opposed piecemeal development plans for Beltway 
Plaza and a “flashing” electric sign, but (with Weidenfeld dissenting) 
agreed to endorse developer Sidney Brown’s efforts to get a second 
department store for his commercially-zoned shopping center. 

Environmental Matters 

The council completed renovation of the city-owned property in 
the Center Mall that lies between Centerway and the statue. Subse¬ 
quently, an adverse court decision prohibited the city from being reim¬ 
bursed through a special assessment levied against the properties in 
the commercial center. 

It took a strong position against the widening of the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway and opening it to truck traffic. It favored a 
METRO subway line from Prince Georges Plaza to Greenbelt Road 
terminal station east of the B&O tracks to serve Greenbelt and the 
local area. 

Unfinished Business 

Unfinished business includes many parts of the city’s land acquisition 
program. Prime areas for acquisition are parkland in parcels 1 and 2 
(near the Baltimore-Washington Parkway), and in parcel 15 (near Capital 
Beltway). Citizen sentiment expressed at the public hearing supported 
the program, but council has been slow to take the necessary financial 
steps - including a probable bond issue — to implement the program. 
The city, however, did acquire 7 acres of parkland in the Smith-EEwing 
tract through a $95,000 donation by Greenbriar developer Alan Kay and 
transfer of $39,846 in escrow funds donated by the developer under the 
county mandatory dedication law. Also required were two acres of 
donated Federal Agricultural Research Center surplus land near the 
Springhill Lake industrial area. 

Another piece of unfinished business is provision for additional 
municipal office space including expanded police facilities. Major de¬ 
cisions in this area are being held up because of financing problems 
and council indecision on whether or not to request voter approval of a 
bond issue. 

Public hearings were held on the Lake-Park improvement program 
(considerable citizen opposition to many parts) housing for the elderly 
(much citizen support) and intracity bus service (complete citizen 
apathy). The council has taken no further substantive steps on any 
of these items. Also held in abeyance mainly because of lack of

Councilmen To Run Again

other two-year term at the muni¬ 
cipal election on Tuesday, Septem¬ 
ber 16. Mayor Richard Pilski has 
served on council since 1965, Mayor 
Pro Tem Gil Weidenfeld and coun¬ 
cilman Charles Schwan since 1971. 
and councilmen Thomas X. White 
and Richard Castaldi since 1973. 

According to the city clerk's of¬ 
fice, no other citizens have form¬ 
ally filed nominating papers, though 
two have picked up the necessary 
papers. The deadline for nomina¬ 
tions is Monday, August 4, at 5 
p.m. 


CARES Gets Funds 

In reply to a letter from Del. 
Leo Green regarding Greenbelt 
CARES, Del. John Hargreaves, 
chairman of the House Appropri¬ 
ations Committee, assured Green 
that when the Federal funding of 
CARES expires in March 1976. the 
bureau “will be entitled to funds 
from our appropriations for the 
remainder of the fiscal year, sub¬ 
ject to matching requirements 
which have been imposed by the 
Board of Public Works.” , 

At a recent meeting of the com¬ 
mittee there appeared to have been 
some confusion about State fund¬ 
ing for CARES since it was not a 
member of the Maryland Associa¬ 
tion of Youth Services Bureaus. 
Green, as well as the city of Green¬ 
belt and other governmental offic¬ 
ials, have urged that CARES be 
added to the list, and it is antici¬ 
pated that this action will occur in 
the near future.

The Prince Georges Ms. Jaycees 
will hold “An Evening in Las Ve¬ 
gas” to benefit the Cerebral Palsy 
School on Saturday, July 26, at the 
Greenbelt American Legion Hall, 
Greenbelt Road.

CB-5, sponsored by 
Councilman Francis White, coun¬ 
cil’s representative on the transit 
board, generally regulates public 
behavior on buses. 


Public Favorable To METRO 

But As Underground Line

The third public hearing by the Prince Georges county council 
on Metro issues was divided into two evenings, July 15 and 16, 
at the Adult Education Center, University of Maryland. Francis 
Francois, council chairman, announced the purpose of these 
hearings as permitting the council to round out the current ideas 
and feelings of county residents seven years after the original 
1968 referendum which approved it. 


Statements were made by Gladys/ 
Noon Spellman, Representative in 
Congress from the 5th District, 
Delegates to Maryland General 
Assembly Ann Hull, Pauline Menes 
and Jack Garrity, the Mayors of 
Hyattsville, Bladensburg, and Ber¬ 
wyn Heights, and city council mem¬ 
bers from Greenbelt, University 
Park and College Park. More than 
thirty people spoke each night, 
many representing citizens groups 
as well as themselves. 

City Statement 

Greenbelt city councilman Thom¬ 
as X. White presented a statement 
representing the unanimous opinion 
of Greenbelt City Council. The 
city council’s opinion is the same 
as that presented in an earlier 
hearing and reported in the May 8 
News Review. It supports the al¬ 
ternate route which would run 
north from Prince Georges Plaza 
and west of the University of Mary¬ 
land and then go east along Uni¬ 
versity Boulevard to a terminal 
on Greenbelt Road near the B. & 
O. tracks. The original route, 
which the city council found also 
acceptable, would run up Queens 

Beltway Plaza Has

New Smoking Restrictions 

Under new State Laws, effective 
July 1. smoking will be prohibited 
in all buses and elevators with a 
maximum $25 fine for violations. 
Additionally, all hospitals, clinics, 
nursing and convalescent homes, 
and physicians’ offices will be re¬ 
quired to provide smoke-free rooms 
and waiting areas to nonsmokers. 

According to GASP (Group A- 
gainst Smoker’s Pollution), one in 
every six persons is physically sen¬ 
sitive to tobacco smoke and among 
these are ex-smokers now suffer¬ 
ing from permanent lung damage, 
heart condtitions. hypertension, 
etc. GASP urges smokers and non- 
smokers to work towards the es¬ 
tablishment of nonsmoking and 
smoking sections in restaurants 
and at spectator events; halt smok¬ 
ing in food and other retail stores 
and in waiting lines. 


Chapel Road to the east side of 
College Park and end at the same 
point as the alternate route. 

There was surprisingly little of 
the attitude “I want a Metro but 
put it in someone else’s back yard.” 
The citizens of Chillum and sur¬ 
rounding areas want Metro under¬ 
ground. In this the city council of 
Greenbelt agrees. 

Greenbelt’s statement says, ‘Un¬ 
less adequate buffer is provided, 
surface and above-surface rail are 
far more detrimental than below- 
surface and underground rail lines 
. . . Structures for above-surface 
lines, at best, are still unattractive 
intrusions upon the landscape. 

“Utilizing underground construc¬ 
tion where necessary, the two align¬ 
ments supported by the city can be, 
built with minimal impact upon 
the surrounding areas . . . ” 

Throughout the two hearings, op¬ 
position to any Metro at all came 
from individuals of University Park 
and College Park Estates where ap¬ 
parently multiple-car ownership 
and rising cost of gas would have 
the least impact on family budgets. 

Alternatives 

Elliot Hurwitz, a graduate stu¬ 
dent at the University, majoring in. 
Transportation recommended an un¬ 
derground Metro to Prince Georges 
Plaza, and three “light-rail” sys¬ 
tems from there. One would ge 
northwest to 1-95 and the Belt- 
way, one would go up Adelphi 
Road and one would go East on the 
median strip of University Boule¬ 
vard to Greenbelt. 

Greenbelter Rhea Cohen alsii 
proposed, in a letter to WMATA, 
the use of “light rail or a modera 
trolley-like system” beyond Prince 
Georges Plaza. This she said, 
“would be less costly to build, te 
power and to operate than rapid 
rail” and would be “less destruc¬ 
tive of neighborhoods and natural 
environment because such a system 
would obviate the need for station 
construction.” 

Some students and staff of the 
University of Maryland protested 
that stops to serve the University 
were too far distant from the 
classrooms. A spur line to Park¬ 
ing Lot 1, near Cole Field House, 
was recommended as being both 
within walking distance of the 
classrooms and adjacent to Cole 
Field House and Byrd Stadium 
for those attending athletic games. 

But how to pay for it? Most 
speakers expressed a willingness 
to pay increased taxes if they were 
not confiscatory. Gladys Nook 
Spellman said she and other Con¬ 
gressmen from the Metropolitan 
area had joined in presenting a 
bill in Congress asking for 80% 
Federal funding as opposed to 66% 
now available. This 80% is now 
available for new mass transit sys¬ 
tems. Metro got started when it 
was only 66% and Congresswoman 
Spellman feels it is only fair that 
Metro be brought up to this a- 
mount.

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Upping-Metro Fares 

County Council lent its approval 
to a proposed rush-hour Metrobus 
fare increase to be taken up by 
the Metrobus board of directors 
at a later date. The bus rate 
compromise reached June 20 will 
increase Prince Georges bus fares 
by as much as 26 percent in the 
zone farthest from the District of 
Columbia, which includes Bowie. 
In zone 1 no bus fare increase 
was proposed for the area for¬ 
merly served by the WM&A bus 
company, while a 10-cent increase 
was proposed for the lines formerly 
served by D, C. Transit. In zone 
2, bus fares may be upped by six 
percent, from 85 cents to 90 cents: 
zone 3 would have a 17 percent 
hike, from 90 cents to $1.05; and 
zone 4 f farthest from D. C., would 
experience a 26 percent increase 
from 95 cents to $1.20 per trip. 
The off-peak fares would be set 
at 40 cents for any trip within the 
jurisdiction and an additional 20 
cent fare to cross a boundary into 
D.C. Senior citizens and handicap 
ped residents^ would ride at half 
fares during off-peak hours. 

Creenbolt fares would go from 
85c to 90e for a trip to the District 
of Columbia during rush hours - 
6-30-9 a.m. and 3:30-6 p.m. Non 
rush hour fares will be reduced to 
60e. Senior citizens will be able to 
travel anywhere in Mary land for 
20c with a 10c additional charge 
when crossing the District line and 
another 10c when crossing into 
Virginia.

(ireenbeiter Is Named 
Junior High Principal

“It’s nice to be coming home" 
said Charles Collins newly appoint¬ 
ed principal of Greenbelt Junior 
High School (GJH). A 19-year 
resident of Greenbelt, Collins taught 
at GJH for 11 years. He succeeds 
William Bevan who recently re¬ 
signed. 

Collins leaves his present post as 
principal of Mt. Rainier Junior 
High School with mixed feelings. 
For four years he worked toward 
building up a total community ed¬ 
ucation and recreation program 
within tlie school. Over the years 
Collins has actively urged that the 
Prince Georges school system and 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission join 
hands to assure the maximum use 
of county school facilities. His 
efforts were realized at Mt. Rainier 
where some 89 adult classes, open 
gym for families and drop-in cen¬ 
ters for teens are offered evenings 
and weekends. 

Collins hopes to see a similar 
program established at GJH, the 
largest Junior High facility in the 
county. “The schools belong to 
the public and should serve the 
students and community," he said. 
Envisioning the strengthening of 
the GJH faculty and program¬ 
ming he stressed, “if schools pro¬ 
vide effective programs and in¬ 
centives, the students will do’ the 
job” 

Communication with parents is 
another goal of Collins. At the 
600 student Mt. Rainier school, the 
staff made about 3 000 contacts 
with parents during the school 
year with respect to attendance, 
early departure, etc. Collins said, 
“We want the parents to know 
both the good and the bad if you 
let parents know about the school's 
frustrations, they are supportive.” 

In the fall approximately 1.007 
students will be attending GJH 
which has a pupil capacity of 1.325. 
There are 54 staff members and 20 
supportive staff. Attending GJH 
are students from Springhill Lake, 
Berwyn Heights, Berwyn CoUege 
Park Estates, Kentland and Seat 
Pheasant areas. 

Collins, his wife Donia and their 
five children reside on Empire 
Place. Active in city affairs, he 
served on the Advisory Planning 
Board for six years, the Park Rec¬ 
reation Advisory Board for six 
years, and held various positions 
in the Scouts and Boys Club. Re¬ 
cipient of GJH PTA’s Teacher of 
the Year Award, he was also named 
outstanding Young Educator by the 
Greenbelt Jaycees. 

Collins is presently a delegate 
to the National Education Associa¬ 
tion. parliamentarian of the Mary¬ 
land State Teacher’s Association, 
and chairman of the representa¬ 
tive’s council of the Prince Georges 
Education Association, a post he 
has held for three years. He has 
an A.B. Degree from Southwestern 
State College, Oklahoma and a 
Masters Degree from the University 
of Maryland,

Report to GHI Members 
On Heating Projects 

To the Editor: 

The News Review of June 26, 
carried the seventh statement re¬ 
garding the status of the GNMA 
mortgage deferral monies and the 
collections for repayment. This 
financial information is useful to 
members, but it should be supple¬ 
mented by data on the several 
heat conservation projects. For 
the sake of convenience, they may 
be described as: (1) completed 
projects, (2) projects in the process 
of completion, and (3) projects 
in various stages of planning. 

In April 1974, the membership 
authorized the board of directors 
to use GNMA mortgage deferral 
money to: (1) install atomizing 
burners in the lead boilers of the 
four large north end steam plants, 
(2) install variable temperature 
controls in the hot water plants 
of the brick and masonry homes, 
and (3) convert the 12 Court Ridge 
Road steam plant to variable tem¬ 
perature controlled hot water. All 
these projects have been comple¬ 
ted. One full heating season's ex¬ 
perience indicates that each made 
possible significant reductions in 
fuel consumption. 

Projects in process of completion 
include: (1) converting the re¬ 
maining south end frame home 
plants to variable temperature 
controlled hot water, (2) installing 
an oil water emulsifier in one of 
the large steam plants, and (3) 
replacing the remaining rotary cup 
burners in the large plants with 
atomizing burners. 

The membership has authorized 
the use of GNMA deferral money 
for the first two projects. This 
authorization also provided funds 
for the installation of the emulsi¬ 
fiers in all four of the large steam 
plants. The conversion of the 
south end frame homes from steam 
to variable temperature hot water 
is a complex project which will 
require an extended period for 
completion. This summer the lar¬ 
gest plant, serving 30 homes in 
the 44/46 Courts Ridge, and possi¬ 
bly one or two of the other smal¬ 
ler plants will be converted. This 
will provide an opportunity to test 
the conversion of the larger steam 
plants in the south end and gain 
needed experience prior to attempt¬ 
ing the conversion of t£ie remain¬ 
der of the plants. 

The replacement of the remain¬ 
ing rotary cup burners is required 
by law. However, based on our 
experience with the replacement cf 
the rotary burners on the lead boil¬ 
ers this project is also expected 
to be a cost effective improvement 
to the system. If done by GHI 
staff the cost will be about $10,000 
per burner for each of the seven 
boilers. By contract, the cost 
would be approximately $17,000 per 
burner. The board has decided 
that the work will be done by GHI 
personnel, but it has not determined 
how it will be financed. 

In the third major category, i.e., 
projects in various stages of plan¬ 
ning, are: (1) installing three addi¬ 
tional cmulsifiiers in the large 
north end plants if experience with 
the first one warrants such instal¬ 
lation, (£) replacing rotary cup 
burners in four south end plants 
(.also required by law), and (3) 
disengaging one north end< frame 
court from the steam system so 
that it may be served by its own 
variable temperature controlled hot 
water system. It is contemplated 
that most of fhis work will be 
completed before the beginning of 
the 1976-77 heating reason. To 
repeat, the first of these projects 
will be financed from GNMA money. 
No decision on financing has been 
made with respect to the second, 
but the law requires that the work 
be done. It is the board's present 
intention to ask membership ap¬ 
proval to finance from GNMA 
funds the third project as an ex¬ 
periment looking toward the long¬ 
term solution for the heating 
problems of the north end frame 
homes. 

Except to assure members that 
every project in process of comple¬ 
tion or in various stages of plan¬ 
ning promises to conserve suffi¬ 
cient fuel oil to pay for itself in 
a reasonable period of time, space 


precludes my setting forth the 
board’s reasons for proceeding as 
it proposes. Members who wish 
to comment or obtain additional 
information may contact the GHI 
office or any member of the Board 
of Directors.

Solar Heat Costs 

To the Editor: , 

Those of you who may be inter¬ 
ested in what a solar array - or 
accumulator if you prefer - looks 
like can get an idea of its appear¬ 
ance by taking a drive past the 
school that is under construction 
and is encircled by Greenbriar. 

On the roof of the school is ah 
installation that could be a group 
of solar arrays or merely skylights. 
It is admitted that the true nature 
of the installation is not known 
but appearance wise the installation 
is identical to a solar array! 

Regarding the estimated $16,000 
cost per unit for solar heat as men¬ 
tioned in the July 10 News Review, 
this cost is not particularly out of 
line for working mock-up since it 
is a custom installation. Such mock- 
ups usually run costwise several 
times what it would cost to con¬ 
struct an installation utilizing pro¬ 
duction off-the-shelf items. 

Considering GHI’s track record 
of keeping things painted - the 
large amount of plywood sheathing 
on the townhouses and the trim of 
the frame homes - the substitution 
of wood for aluminum may reduce 
the initial construction cost of the 
support structure but it could 
boost maintenance costs tremen¬ 
dously! And, in the long run wood 
could prove to be more expensive 
than aluminum! 

Readers of the Washington Post 
and other major newspapers may 
have seen the write-up of the con¬ 
ference that was held in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. a few weeks ago where 
the national association of heating 
contractors who specialize in solar 
heat met to discuss various aspects 
of design and construction. 

It is noted that those members 
have been able to reduce the 
cost of solar heat to approximate¬ 
ly $4,000 for an installation such as 
we are considering here at GHI! 
Yes - at today’s prices! 

It is interesting to note also that 
NASA gave the‘conference the cold 
shoulder and wasn’t interested in 
a report of its findings according 
to the article! This is most unfor¬ 
tunate since those contractors have 
approximately two decades of ex¬ 
perience behind them in the con¬ 
struction of efficient low cost solar 
heat installations as compared to 
the fe,w months of design studies 
only - no actual construction - by 
the engineers at NASA! To date, 
NASA’s main effort in solar heat 
has been in the creation of design 
criteria that can be used in mass 
production in the future, NASA 
also hopes to interest such firms 
as General Electri# and Westing- 
house in the construction of solar 
array components -because of the 
vast experience of these firms in 
the manufacture of commercial 
glassware. 

One final note — GHI could take 
advantage of those contractors’ ex¬ 
perience in solar heat since some 
are located nearby in Virginia and 
also in Maryland. And, in my book, 
we would be wise to do so if we 
are seriously considering solar 
heat. For at $16,000 it would take 
some 160 years to break even and 
show a reduction in heating costs 
if we pursue present NASA de¬ 
sign criteria! Yes — a 160 years to 
break even for only some 30% 
of our heating needs for a single 
unit with solar hoat installed!

Random Thoughts on Heat 

To the Editor: 

The directive to replace all ro¬ 
tary burners was dated Dec. 17, 
1974, and mandatory after July 
1, 1976. The four rotary burners 
were removed from the large North 
End plants and installed in Nos. 
14, 16, 18 and No. 44 plants. What 
type of burner did they replace? 
What type of burners were the 
replacements? How come our board 
and management never heard of 
this directive of Dec. 17, 1974? A 
letter dated April 23, 1975 was re¬ 
ceived by G.H.I. after our April 
10, 1975 meeting. The changeover 
to hot water heat is not cost pro¬ 
ductive. For example: 1974 - elec¬ 
tricity for bricks - $48 per unit 
and for frames - $19 per unit . . . 

Instead of paying $19,000 for 
the frames the bill for them would 
be $48,000 per year, and a heat¬ 
ing ceiling of 68/70 degrees max¬ 
imum, As only about $150,000 of 
the moratorium money is left, it 
should be the membership’s, board 
and management’s concern to 
spend it judiciously for the most 
urgently needed improvements, 
which are the rotary burner re¬ 
placements. The membership 
should not be penalized for man¬ 
agement’s or board’s carelessness. 

As for solar heat — There nev¬ 
er was a firm commitment from 
the Federal Government to fund 
this experiment. You will find some 
answers in the 39 page brochure 
(informational) which no one got 
(Mrs. Coxon asked for it). Men¬ 
tion is made of a COMMUNITY 
PROJECT and a JOINT G.H.I. 
EFFORT. Was this a deliberate 
deception of the membership? 
The $322,977.60 was not borrow¬ 
ed for experimentation or to help 
NASA or Mr, O’DONNELL’S pre¬ 
stige. Another item not mentioned 
is that the solar heat effect on 
flat roofs is reduced by at least 
50%. The fact of collectors having 
to be replaced about every 5 years 
is not mentioned either. 

At present the primary concern 
of the membership should be the 
replacement of the rotary burn¬ 
ers in G.H.I. . . . 

As for the changeover to hot 
water heat costing $105,000 it 
should be postponed as the benefits 
are questionable.

To Gel Frusliated 
Ou i he Goii Course

Last week the taxpayers of 
Greenbelt spent about $200 for 
some members of the Public Works 
Be parturient to dig up parts of the 
city golf course located in Spring- 
hill Lake around the new recrea¬ 
tion center. 

t was one of the diggers. 

My main contribution to the 
cause was to help dig a 25 ft. long, 
three ft. deep and two ft. wide 
trench on top of a three inch pipe 
buried under the course. The 
pipe was a part of the course’s 
sprinkler system which needs ma¬ 
jor modifications. The new recre¬ 
ation center is sitting on what 
was the ninth green . . . tennis 
and basketball courts are slated 
for the first fairway. 

No one seems to know where the 
blueprints to the course are, so 
®ur digging last week was to try 
to locate key pipes and junctions. 

The trench I referred to earlier 
was designed to find a ‘T’ inter¬ 
section of two pipes. 

We knew where one pipe was, 
there was a big hole in the ground 
with water in it at one point. So 
we simply had to follow the known 
pipe to the 'T' intersection. 

The intersection had to be with¬ 
in a 25 ft. reach of the water 
d hole. Once we found the 
intersection we could stop and ma¬ 
chinery would do the rest of the 
digging. 

We started at about 1 p.m. with 
the temperature in the 90s, the 
humidity high and the air quality 
poor. The method we used to dig 
was simple. 

One person would swing a pick 
and loosen the hard clay, the 
other would scoop it out with a 
shovel. It was quite a system. 
Siam the pick, shovel the clay, 
slam the pick, shovel the clay. 

The person I worked with 
thought that the pipe c ne in ten 
ft lengths so we expected to hit 
the intersection after ten feet. 
Sweat ran oft’ our faces and arms 
after the first three feet of clay 
had been removed. There is no 
water fountain at the golf course. 

We reached the ten-foot mark in 
our trench. No intersection leaped 
out. We kept digging. After a- 
while, we started from the other 
end, digging bark towards the 
water filled hole. The sun got hot¬ 
ter by the minute as we dug ten 
feet . , . onlv to find no intersec 
tion. We had dug twenty feet of 
trench, three feet deep and two 
feet wide and had found nothing. 
The ‘T* had to be in the secrets 
that the last five feet held. 

The afternoon got hotter but 
we worked faster. Knowing that 
the T’ had to be in the few feet 
remaining made it psychologically 
easier. 

With one more foot of length to 
go the truth slowly dawned on 
us. The intersection did not exist, 
it was not where it was supposed 
tn be. 

Later we were told that it didn’t 
really matter that we had not 
found the intersection. Someone 
had decided it wasn’t really need¬ 
ed to make the changes in the 
system.

Unceremoniously but 
deftly, I was picked up bv the 
conductor of our train and handed 
to the one on the other side. 

U” fellow oassengers and I now 
found ourselves on a commuter 
train, with standing room only, 
except for one empty car.

Suddenly there 
was a scream. “I can't stand it 
any longer!” And with those 
words a voung man ran to his 
suitcase, dragged out a Russell Sto¬ 
ver box, ripped It open and passed 
it around. “T was banging it as a 
gift”, he explained, “but our need 
is greater.” 

Arriving finallv at the Capital 
Beltway station T was met bv * 
young relative who kindly informed 
me that if I had taken the train that 
left an hour lat rt r. T would hove 
arrived two hours earlier. Only 
my hunger and fatigue swve d her 
from violence at my hands.

CITY NOTES 


The Outdoor Manner 

by W. Michael Chiville

Part II:, Fire 

Each year fire destroys thous¬ 
ands of acres of forest, starting 
from lightning, friction from fal 
ling trees and people. The latter 
cause is perhaps the greatest. 
Dropping lighted matches, ciga¬ 
rettes or cigars must be avoid¬ 
ed. They should be snuffed out 
and cooled before being tossed a- 
way. 

Caution must be used with open 
fires. Charcoal in an elevated grill 
is best, but if no such facilities 
are available campers or picnic- 
ers should use a gas or propane 
stov^ or alcohol burner. These 
methods are when us^d in 

the proper way. Under no circum¬ 
stances should they be used by 
children without adult supervision. 

If wood is used to make a 
ground fire at least a five foot ra¬ 
dius should be cleared around it. 

Avoid wood that causes sparks, 
particularly pine. The sparks rise 
with the heat of the fire and could 
land in a tree top. a quick source 
for an uncontrollable forest fire. 
Use drv hardwood such as oak, 
maple, hickory or birch when av¬ 
ailable and make an elevated and 
encircled area for it to burn in, 
using rocks, bricks or clay. 

Heed the warnings of the Park 
Service. Usually thev tell you what 
kind of fire is allowed. In dry 
summer months onen burning is 
generally prohibited. 

If a fire gets out of control re¬ 
member the three elements of the 
fire triangle: HEAT-FUEL^OX- 
YGEN. Removal of any of these 
elements will bring the fire under 
control. 

Never leave a fire site without 
putting out every spark by dous¬ 
ing it with water. 


The Public Works Department 
cleaned streets and catch basins 
in several areas of town, and 
repaired with asphalt some 
park walk areas, the major 
tin,:- being the walk from Lakeside 
Drive to the walk in Braden Field.

Supportive services pro vie 1 
the Youth Services Bureau during 
the month of June included 19 
jobs obtained through the Job 
Bank: 3 cleaning, 0 babysitting, 9 
gardening, and 1 full time janitor. 
Twenty-nine tutoring sessions apd 
2 Rap Sessions with 15 participants 
were held. One clothing exchange 
was held in the Center Mall with 
112 participants.

New Requirement for 
School Registration 

Parents or legal guardians of 
children entering pubile school in 
Prince Georges County for the 
first time this September must 
complete an affidavit of disclosure 
at the time of registration. The 
requirement is the result cf a new 
state law that went into effect on 
July 1, and applies only to Prince 
Georges County. 

Required at the time of registra¬ 
tion are proof of child’s birthdate, 
preferably birth certificate: record 
of immunization for children enter¬ 
ing kindergarten through grade 
six: legal proof of residence, settle¬ 
ment papers, rental contract, etc.; 
social security numbers for both 
parents or guardians and their 
dates of birth; automobile registra¬ 
tion for all vehicles owned and 
operated by parents or guardians. 

People newly arrived in the coun¬ 
ty may take up to 30 days to com¬ 
plete the affidavit, during which 
time their children will only be 
tentatively enrolled. Failure to sub¬ 
mit the completed form within the 
allotted time, however will activate 
administration procedures to with¬ 
draw the children from school. If 
parents are found guilty of giving 
false information, it may cost them 
as much as $250 in penalties. 

The new law was passed to fur¬ 
ther insure that the county edu¬ 
cates only the children of legal 
county residents. The Prince Ge¬ 
orges County School System sounds 
about $1,250 annually to educate 
each child.

Social Security Checks 
Can Be Sent Directly 
To Twin Pines 

Beginning in August those who 
receive Social Security payments 
may have their checks mailed di¬ 
rectly to Twin Pines each month.

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Highway Adm. in Middle 
On Kenilworth Extension 

by A1 Skolnik 

State Highway Administration (SHA) officials heard a fa¬ 
miliar cry from citizens at the Wednesday, July 9, public initia¬ 
tion meeting on the proposed extension of Kenilworth Ave. 


“Keep that traffic away from 
my door!” 

Greenbelt citizens expressed 
concern that the extension and 
dualization of Kenilworth Ave. 
from the Capital Beltway north 
to Route 1 would increase traffic, 
add to noise and air pollution, and 
diminish the “livability” of the 
area. Other citizens from College 
Park and vicinity expressed sat¬ 
isfaction with the project because, 
it would help channel polluting 
truck traffic away from Route l 
and the residential areas there. 

It was a no-win situation for 
the SHA, and in more ways than 
one. 

On the one hand, complaints 
were heard that SHA was drag¬ 
ging its heels on the project — 
from property-owners along the 
route who had been restrained by 
county officials from developing 
their properties until the final al¬ 
ignment had been determined. On 
the other hand complaints were 
voiced that the project was mov¬ 
ing too fast, that need had yet to 
be demonstrated for the extension, 
and that full consideration nad 
not been given to environmental 
factors. 

SHA Position 

Greenbelt SHA district engineer 
M, Slade Caltrider explained that 
State and Federal laws required 
that a many-stepped preliminary 
planning process be undertaken 
before projects can be included in 
future construction programs. 
Such a procedure is designed to 
assure maximum citizen input, 
need for improvement, considera¬ 
tion of alternatives, and prepara¬ 
tion of envirpnmental impact state¬ 
ments. The Kenilworth Ave. ex¬ 
tension is not currently in SHAs 
five-year construction program 
though it is included in the 20- 
year highway needs program. 

Many speakers, including Green- 
belters Shalom Fisher and Joseph 
Grieg, thought that the SHA might 
better devote its energies to re¬ 
ducing traffic rather than build¬ 
ing more highways which only at¬ 
tract more vehicles. They urged 
SHA support for mass transporta¬ 
tion, METRO subway, jitney bus¬ 
ses, etc. 

Not faced up to, however, was 
what to do with truck traffic. 
While SHA did not have data on 
what proportion of Kenilworth 
Ave. traffic involved trucks it was 
apparent that a perceived major 
purpose of the project was to ser¬ 
vice the Beltsville industrial area. 

Caltrider said that the Kenil¬ 
worth Ave project has been kick¬ 
ing around since the Capital Belt- 
way was completed in the mid- 
1960's and Kenilworth was dual¬ 
ized from the D.C. line north. In 
1969 the Maryland National Capi¬ 
tal Park and Planning Commission 
included in its master plan of 
highways an alignment for a dual¬ 
ized Kenilworth Ave. that would 
run slightly west of the present 
two-lane road, bypass Powder 
Mill Road, and then intersect with 
Route 1 near Ammendale Normal 
Institute. This alignment, Caltri¬ 
der said, had cost problems aris¬ 
ing out of the fact that it en¬ 
croached on the Indian Creek 
flood plain. 

SHA will now prepare its own 
study of the various routes and 
alternatives, including that of not 
doing anything. Caltrider said. Its 
findings will then be presented to 
the public, hopefully at a public 
meeting by the end of the year. 
SHA does not visualize comple¬ 
tion of project planning activities 
for several years.
